desk? The answer is simple: this book 
was compiled by telling people who 
received our surveys that it was in- 
tended for student operated radio, not 
commercial stations. Therefore, you’ll 
find that in all of the listings the 
people who responded to surveys have 
a special interest in you, as student 
broadcasters. 


Incidentally, the response from the 
last issue of JCR has been great. 
Letters have been coming in from 
stations who express some form of 
outrage over one thing or another... 
mostly about CPB and NPR. By far the 
most interesting was a copy ofa letter 
sent to NPR by Chuck Brown, an 
advisor to a high school station in 
Schofield, Wisconsin (WDCE). Brown 
took exception to the comments of 
Matthew Coffey, which we reprinted 
on page 5 of last month’s issue. If you 
recall, Coffey had made a statement to 
the New York Times about 10 watt FM 


stations, saying essentially that they 
were blocking access to the airwaves — 
and not providing as good a service as 
an NPR station would. Brown wrote a 
letter to NPR, and after explaining the 
varieties of service that his station was 
intent on providing to the community, | 
went on to Say: 


“The community has no media 
it can call its own. The local 
public radio station .. . is merely 
a robot station that retransmits 
its signals . . . it has no local 
production facilities to give us 
input to our community. Is this 
station truly serving the needs of 
our community? 

Frankly, I’ve been’ disap- 
pointed and mildly disgusted by 
what I’ve seen high power public 
radio become. It is elitist to the 
point where it can no longer be in 
touch with people. The com- 
munity station has given way to 
the NPR giant with a huge budget 
but a small audience. | dare say 
we could appeal to a larger 
audience than our 75,000 wait 
public counterpart in an adjoining 
community. 

While NPR_ executives earn 
$50,000 a year and run around in 
chauffeur-driven limos, were | 
scraping for the $2,000-$3,000 it 
will take to get on the air.

ldeas for Carrier Current 
Broadcasters...and FM’s too.

Whenever college broadcasters get 
together, there is always an un- 


derlying bond of mutual “un- 
derdogness” that pervades the 
proceedings. College stations, 


whether they be large FM’s in major 
markets or small AM carrier current 
Operations, suffer from industry non- 
recognition and problems inherent in 
istudent-volunteer staffing. Too often, 
‘the merits of college radio are wit- 
‘nessed in tribute to the large FM’s, the 
‘carrier current station, more often 
ithan not, is referred to as nothing 
‘more than “a playground”, “toy radio” 
cor “aglorified P.A. system.” 

While it is important for college 


FM’s and carrier current AM’s to stick 
together for their mutual benefit and 
growth in the face of adversity, it 
would be foolish not to recognize the 
differences between the two and to 
continue the false belief that they can 
and should operate in a_ similar 
manner. 

It will be the purpose of this article 
to present in an informal style, ways 
that carrier current stations can im- 
prove their programming; methods of 
financing and advertising while 
simultaneously increasing their 
responsiveness to the audience they 
serve, the campus community. 

Carrier current broadcasters have

often bemoaned the so-called lack of 
program resources available to them. 
Cries of “how can we compete with 
the 76 stations in our market that also 
program ‘“Ledwingspringstones” are 
heard often. The answer is inherent in 
the question: you shouldn't. There is 
no need for your station to be the next 
progressive rocker on the block. Why 
program something that everyone else 
is doing. If you are a non-commercial 
carrier current station, there is no 
reason to program all rock, for in- 
stance. You have no advertisers to 
pressure you into playing what is 
popular, what is selling the most. 
Carrier current radio is probably the 
purest form of radio, it is the medium 
that perhaps can be the least com- 
promised; it is the medium that 
perhaps can serve the needs of its 
audience better than any other. Don’t 
assume that because the bulk of your 
audience is between the ages of 17 
and 23 that rock is all they want to 
hear. A campus survey of listening 
tastes (sort of a mini-community 
ascertainment) can be performed at a 
fraction of the cost (time and money)

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that a regular ascertainment requires 
and can very well aid in_ the 
preparation of a diverse program 
schedule. Devise a questionnaire that 
can be distributed to each dorm, the 
cafeteria, etc.; have station personnel 
collect and collate the results. Have a 
questionnaire published in the 
campus newspaper and collected; or if 
your campus has a centrex phone 
system (free calls on campus) have 
staff members undertake a random 
sampling of listener tastes via phone. 
You don’t have to incorporate into 
your programming everything that the 
results of these surveys will tell you; 
you should, however, make strong 
efforts to air composite programs that 
offer something for everyone even if 
it’s done on an infrequent basis. 

If your station is funded by student 
activity fees, where in fact every 
student is paying for the station, this 
is even more the reason to do so. 

On any given day, on any college 
campus, these is usually a wealth of 
activities and resources that can be 
utilized for the production of good 
radio. Here in no particular order are 
some campus programming ideas: 

Air meetings of the student senate 


or council. Even if the proceedings are 
boring as hell (as they usually are) at 
least the student politicos are aware of 
your existence and will appreciate the 
opportunity to unveil their egos and 
hopefully will “repay” the favor with a 
heftier slice of the activities budget 
the following year. 

Do the same for administrative 
proceedings. See if you can cover a 
faculty senate meeting or a president’s 
council meeting. These are usually 
more secretive than student gover- 
nment proceedings but if you 
establish a tradition of good fair 
reporting to the campus, your campus 
administration can only admire you for 
it. 

Tape for live broadcast or replay at a 
later time, campus concerts, lectures 
and seminars. Get your station on the 
mailing lists of all academic and 
cultural departments on your campus. 
Create a close relationship with your 
office of University Relations. Let 
them do the legwork in finding out 
about events; they have the money 
and resources. More often than not, 
they will appreciate your help in 
promoting campus activities. Set up 
an agreement with your university 


music department for record-tape 
borrowing from their archives 
(especially good for rare and classical 
recordings) thereby saving you ex- 
pense. Record student as well as — 
professional recitals. When rock, folk 
and jazz acts appear on campus, workie 
out arrangements with your student 
activities committee and the act’s 
management for recording and 
playback procedures. 

Get involved with remote broad- 
casts. For a relatively small amount of 
money put together a mixer and 
turntable combo. Borrow amps and 
speakers from university audio-visual. 
Do on-campus actualities (demon- 
strations, parties, interviews). Reserve 
a large dining room or facility and hold 
a dance. The cost: to you is minimal, 
the price of setting up the equipment. 
If you are business minded and your 
school allows you, have staff mem- 
bers sell beer and food during the 
party. Many stations have been able to 
clear over $300 a week this way while 
gaining great publicity and having a 
good time to boot. 

Have remotes from _ off-campus 
music clubs. Club owners want the

The following pages contain in- 
formation that was gathered this fall 
from the member stations of the 
Intercollegiate Broadcasting System, 
Inc. The stations in IBS were asked to 
provide us with their current call 
letters, method of transmission, 
power, station personnel, and a few 
other items. Also, they were asked to 
explain their station’s format “in a few 
words.” We thought that this would be 
a better method of dealing with the 
concept of format than to simply ask 
whether a station is “AOR” or “MOR” 
or “top-40’’ or whatever. As you will 
see from looking through the listings, 
most stations felt that they fell into 
one or another of these groups 
anyhow. But, there are always a few. . 


To explain the listings themselves is 
fairly simple. The station call letters 
are first, with one or more tran- 
smission suffixes added (-FM; -CC; 
CAFM). The institution at which the 
station is located or licensed to is 
noted next, followed by a three digit 
IBS code number. 

if a street address for the station 
was supplied to us, we printed that, 
along with the. station’s phone 
number. You'll be surprised to see 
how many neglected to add area 
codes! Also, we’ve printed the school 
enrollment, the potential listening 
audience of the station (marked “en” 
and “pa”); the station frequency and 
power; and a listing of the station 
personnel (you'll find a key to ab- 
breviations in the listings, along with 
a summary of information). 

The listings are far from complete, 
mostly because of the 40% of the 
stations who did not return surveys. In 
these cases, we have'consulted other 
radio directories to obtain at least the 
type of transmission. In these cases, 
about all we could do was to find out 
whether they were FM or not. 

As you can imagine, these listings 
are impossible to edit thoroughly and 
accurately, so there are bound to bea 
few typos and other minor mistakes. 
if, however, you find a major error in 


your station’s listing, please send us a 


note right away and we'll try to publish 
corrections in the next issue of JCR.

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COLLEGE RADIO: 


An Analysis of Management and Programming 


By Michael W. Dunn 


In 1962 William G. Henry wrote: 
“Interest in educational radio stations of 
low power is alive, but weak — that is if 
interest can be measured by the frequency 
of articles describing 10-watt stations.” 
Although the article only examined 
research written prior to 1962, a look at 
recent research shows the same is true 
today. The latest study done on college 
radio was completed five years ago. Not 
only are studies of college radio noticeably 
scant, and dated, but most of the articles 
tend to treat the college station as a 
novelty with the approach often being: 
“Here’s how we started our station,” or 
“Look what I’ve done with mine.” 

Although college radio. studies are 
scant, dated, and often irrelevant, making 
it difficult to ascertain how valuable, or 
invaluable college radio is, several 
organizations have asked for a virtual halt 
to many aspects of college radio. These 
organizations include the NAEB, CPB, and 
NPR. 

Although these organizations, and 
others have criticized college radio, it may 
be contended that much of the criticism is 
unfounded since few research studies are 
available, or at the minimum, based on 
insufficient data. The intent of this 
research is to examine college radio and 
evaluate its programming in regard to the 
needs of its community. 

In order to determine if the areas of 
public interest, convenience, and 
necessity were being met, a questionnaire 
was designed and sent to 1,108 college 
and university radio stations. The 
questionnaire dealt with three areas: (1) 
non-programming; (2) management; and 
(3) programming. The programming area 
attempted to observe the 14 elements 
generally recognized by the broadcasting 
industry and the FCC as being necessary 
in’ meeting the public interest, con- 
venience, and necessity. They include: (1) 
opportunity for local self-expression; (2) 
the development and use of local talent; 
(3) programs for children; (4) religious 
programs; (5) educational programs; (6) 
public affairs; (7) editorialization; (8) 
political broadcasts; (9) agricultural 
programs; (10) news’ programs; (11) 
weather and market reports; (12) sports 
programs; (13) service to minority groups; 
and (14) entertainment programs. 

Three-hundred eighty-three stations 
responded. Some were returned reporting 
that the station was no longer operating, 
or that the station was not affiliated witha 
school. This left a final sample of 352 
(32%). The information was coded on 
computer cards and analyzed with the 
Scientific Package for the Social Sciences 
(SPSS) program. 
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THE FINDINGS 
Non-Programming 

Simply making an evaluation of a 
station’s performance in meeting the 
programming needs of its audience may 
not be enough. Why a station does (or 
does not) meet the FCC’s criteria for public 
interest, convenience, and necessity is 
also important. In looking at previous 
studies it was felt that there were 10 non- 
programming areas that often related to 
programming. These areas were: (1) years 
the station had been operating; (2) type of 
station; (3) effective radiated power; (4) 
operation as a commercial or non- 
commercial station; (5) area of coverage; 
(6) potential audience; (7) school 
enrollment; (8) times the stations 
broadcast; (9) personnel; and (10) budget. 
By examining these areas in relation to 
station programming a determination can 
be made if stations exhibiting certain 
general characteristics have similar types 
of programming. 

College and university radio stations 
had, in most cases, begun operation only 
recently. Of the 352 stations responding to 
the questionnaire, over 60% had gone on 
the air over the past 10 years (See Table 1). 
Most of these stations were either FM 
Stations, or FM stereo stations. Of the 
total sample, 37% of the questionnaires 
returned came from FM stations, and 36% 
were from FM stereo stations (See Table 
ll). Of these FM stations, approximately 
28% were low-power (10 watts or less). 
Over half the stations had a power of 20 
watts or less. There were some large 
stations, with approximately 14% havinga 
power of over 10,000 watts. Fifteen of 
these stations broadcasted with the FM 
power maximum of 100,000 watts (See 
Table lil).

Among the stations responding to the - 


survey, almost 81% were non-commercial. 
The remainder of the stations operated on 
a commercial basis. The low percentage of 
commercial stations was probably due to 
the low number of responses by carrier- 
current stations. 

The signal of over half the stations 
reported a coverage area of 13 miles or 
less. Some of the stations covered larger 
areas. Sixteen percent of the stations were 
covering more than 50 miles, while 14 
stations were covering over 100 miles (See 
Table IV). Although many of the stations 
were low-power, they reached a wide 
audience. Over 50% of the stations listed 
their potential audience as being above 
45,000. Approximately 40% of the stations 
reached a potential audience of over 
100,000, and 13% of these stations 
reached audiences of over 1,000,000. (See 
Table V).

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Most of the stations were located at 
small schools. Almost half of the stations 
were on campuses with less than 4,200 
students. Approximately 25% of the 
stations were located at schools with a 
student population of over 10,000 (See 
Table Vl).

The stations did not fit the college radio 
stereotype in terms of operational hours. 
Rather than operating a minimal schedule, 
approximately 85% of the _ stations 
broadcast seven days a week, and another 
7% operated six days a week. More than 
half were on the air over 119 hours per 
week (17 hours daily), and nearly 10% of 
the stations operated on a full-time basis 
(See Table Vil).

Approximately half the stations 
operated with a staff of 35 or less. Fifteen 
percent of the stations reported having 75 
or more, and 25 stations had over 100 
people involved at some level of station 
operation. Most of those working at the 
stations were students. Almost 99% of the 
stations indicated that they utilized 
student help.

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reported that they had no faculty in- 
volvement, and 45% of the stations had 
100% student involvement. Less than 11% 


of the stations had more 
faculty/professional help than student 
help. 


Almost 15% of the stations operated 
with no money budgeted for salaries or 
station maintenance. Over half had a 
budget of $6500 or less. One-fourth had a 
budget of over $20,000, and over 11% had 
budgets in excess of $75,000 (See Table 
VIIl). Most of the money appropriated for 
station use came from student activity 
funds (39%) or a departmental budget 


(28%). Other sources were composed of . 


such things as: donations, sale of time, 
and grants. Only 3% of the stations were 
dependent upon the sale of time for their 
operating budget. (See Table |X).

Answer 


Sixty-eight percent of the stations said 
their music format was light to moderately 
structured, giving the announcer some 
freedom. Announcers could play whatever 
they wanted at 15% of the stations, and at 
12% of the stations, the announcer had no 
control over his programming. ; 

It appeared that the stations with large 
budgets had more control over 
programming. Over 20% of the stations 
with budgets of over $60,000 allowed their 
disc jockeys no freedom on the air. At 
these stations, the disc jockey was not 
allowed to pick his own music, and in 
some cases, the amount of time spent 
talking was restricted. Less than 4% of 
these stations placed no restrictions on 
the announcers (See Table X).

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The New Copyright Law... 
What you need to know now 


Rumors are spreading rapidly, and 
with them, some strange fears and 
horror stories. “We can’t play any 
music after January 1”; “we’ll only be 
able to play classical music!”’; “We’re 
going to get a bill for $10,000 next 
year!” 

What’s going on? The Congress of 
the United States has passed a new 
copyright law that modernizes the old 
law of 1909. The copyright law, as you 
know, was intended to protect the 
authors and composers of creative 
works that could be copied or per- 
formed publicly. It guaranteed that 
authors and composers would be paid 
some sort of royalty for use of their 
works, and in the specific case of 
music composers, they would be 
protected when the performance was 
a) “public”; b) a “performance” and c) 
“for profit.” That last proviso is the 
crucial one. 

The big difference between the new 
law and the out-dated one that it 
replaces is the removal of the words 
“for profit.” That clause has long irked 
the creators of copyrighted materials, 
who have seen non-profit institutions 
such as colleges and public broad- 
casters make extensive use of their 
works, without paying any royalties. 
In 1909, things were quite a bit dif- 
ferent, and the writers of the law were 
trying to balance the rights of the 
creator with the right of the public to 
enjoy music in their lives. It was felt at 
the time that the “for profit” rule was a 
good balance point. Things have 
changed since 1909, and when the 
new law was passed in 1976, it was 
felt by Congress that non-profit use of 
copyrighted materials was growing 
rapidly, and furthermore, the non- 
profit users appeared to be in a 
position to pay royalties for their use 
of protected works. 

With that important exemption 
removed, all non-profit organizations 
that use copyrighted works (let's 
restrict this discussion to copyrighted 
music) are now required to pay 
royalties to the composers of the 
music. That includes your school 
marching band, the school concert 
hall, the background music system in 
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the cafeteria, and, you guessed it... 
the school radio station(s). 

Now, before cries of “we can’t even 
afford the records that the music 
comes on’ are heard, let’s get a couple 
of facts down. 

1) The concept of paying 
composers for the use of their 
music iS a well proven and fair 
one. The non-profit organizations 
that use music for one thing or 
another have been doing so 
without paying for some time. In 
some cases, like the school 
concert committee, or the local 
non-commercial (but heavily 
funded) CPB/PBS/NPR stations, 
or the giant football game 
halftime shows, etc., there is 
quite a bit of money changing 
hands. Composers find it unfair 
that school concert committees 
can budget say, $2,000 for 
security patrols at a rock concert, 
and still not pay a cent to the 
composers of music that may be 
used by the performers. But the 
fact is, that all such performances 
on an alleged “non-profit” basis 
have been exempt from royalty 
payments. 

2) The effective date of the new 
law is January 1, 1978. This would 
ordinarily mean that in order to 
use copyrighted works, a radio 
station (or marching band, or 
whatever) would have had to 
come to some terms as to making 
payments to the composers of 
those works. However, JCR has 
been advised by the major 
licensing groups (ASCAP and 
BMI) that no one will have to 
worry about payments” or 
agreements as long as 
negotiations are progressing 
between the licensing groups and 
representatives of colleges, radio 
stations and so on. Once some 
agreement is reached, then and 
only then will the question of 
payments become important. 

3) If the concept of paying 
composers for the use of their 
music is indisputable, at least the 
proper amount of those payments 


is, to put it mildly, debatable. 

That’s what’s going on right now. 

The big question is, of course, what 
is all of this going to cost us? Simple 
answer: as of this writing, in early 
December, no decision has been 
reached. But, after extensive talks 
with representatives of ASCAP and 
BMI, it seems apparent that the 
generally miserable state of budgets 
at student operated radio stations will 
keep the license fee down to a token 
fee of a few dollars for most. 

Moreover, we can also expect that 
the actual arrangements for these 
payments will have to be made by the 
top administrative people of your 
college or university. The fact is, they 
have a lot more to worry about than 
the school radio station. The most 
probable solution would entail having 
the college itself arrange a blanket 
payment for all use of music on 
campus. You do not have to call 
ASCAP or BMI to ask how much 
money they want. 

There are still a lot of uncertainties 
as to the actual amounts of payments 
to be made to composers, via their 
licensing organizations. The com- 
plications of the new law (which also 
covers all other copyright areas such 
as copying machines, jukeboxes, 
records, etc.) when added to the 
complexities of the institutions it 
affects (how many different kinds of 
colleges; how many different kinds of 
radio stations; how many different 
funding sources; how many different 
ways of using music, etc.) makes it 
absolutely impossible to be any more 
definite at this time. 

As one music licensing executive 
put it: “They will probably fight over 
every comma in the law, in court, for 
the next ten years or more.” Stay 
tuned, folks.

publicity. They will often take care of 
all expenses (phone lines, food for 
staff). You get great programming and 
an enjoyable time. 

Encourage local campus groups to 
produce their own programs. If your 
school has a women’s center, gay lib 
center, hillel, black students united, 
etc., have representatives of these 
organizations trained during regular 
station training sessions and have 
them produce weekly, bi-weekly, or 
monthly programs utilizing the 
resources of their own organizations. 
The cost to you, the broadcaster, is 
zero, the rewards of good public af- 
fairs programming are high. 


Have phone call-in shows on local 
campus issues’ with prominent 
campus spokesmen. Cover college 
sports events. No broadcaster can 
cover the home teams record better 
than you. Encourage the physical 
education department to pay for 
remote lines to gym and _ athletic 
fields. They get a larger listening 
audience; you have more diversified 
programming. 

One surefire method of attracting 
listeners is a morning class can- 
cellation schedule. Work out asystem 
with academic departments whereby 
they will inform you of class can- 
cellations for the day. Everyone will 
tune in, you can rest assured. 


If your school has a drama or theater 
department or if you have students on 
campus who can write plays and short 
stories, encourage them to do so for 
radio. Locally produced radio drama if 
done well can be quite successful. 
Listeners will more than likely tune in 
programs that they can relate to, feela 
part of. Scripts can be written about 
topical campus concerns. 

Instead of using “Smokey the Bear 
Forest Fire” or “drunk driving” psa’s, 
produce psa’s of more topical interest 
to your listeners. Birth control referral, 
drug counseling, etc. are of more 
value to the average student. 

Set up a program for campus

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musicians. The stars of tomorrow are 
playing in the club down the road 
today. 

Have programs spotlighting new 
album releases. Record companies 
love to hear about these shows. The 
more new product you can air in anon- 
hype atmosphere the better record 
service you will receive. Send out 
playlists (lists of what has been 
played) to the companies and be 
honest about it. It doesn’t help the 
companies at all when they receive a 
bogus playlist and consequently it will 
be of no help to you in determining 
actual station programming. 

If your college is a member of a 
state university system or something 
similar, get in touch with stations of 
other schools. Facing’ similar 
problems in many cases, you can 
combine forces and resources in 
producing public affairs and news 
programs that will be of interest to 
students at all schools (things like 
tuition increase, security measures on 
campus, etc.). 

Take advantage of all that free tape 
that the government sends you in the 
form of psa’s. Air them if you like, but 
for heaven’s sake, bulk it and re-use 
for your own programs. 

As a Carrier current station, you can 
stretch many of the rules that affect 
licensed broadcasters. In terms of 
obscenity you probably will have more 
success in airing a song like Dylan’s 
“Hurricane” than will any other station 
in your market. If you are cautious and 
responsible, you can produce 
programs on topics that other stations 
daren’t touch (contemporary por- 
nography, etc.). Don’t shy away from 
this privilege but don’t misuse or 
exploit it either. You still run the risk 
of getting into legal hassles; if you 
can honestly defend the worth of a 
program you don’t need to worry. 

Although not necessarily required, 
it is good practice to follow the FCC 
guidelines regarding editorials, 
fairness doctrine, equal time and 
slander. While you might not have to 
concern yourself with governmental 
interference, you leave yourself wide 
open to university attack if the 
aforementioned procedures are not 
carefully adhered to. 

Financing a carrier current station 
can be a difficult task. Stations that 
have a continual flow of money are in 
good shape to the extent that staffers 
don’t have to spend time begging for 
money when they can be better 
spending time producing _ radio.

Stations that get minimal assistance 
or none at all usually sell ads although 
Carrier current stations constantly 
report being in the position § of 
receiving student activities monies, it 
is only after a long involved, of- 
tentimes humiliating, process of 
student government hearings that 
money is allocated. The best way to 
insure that your station gets its fair 
share (or more) of the yearly budget is 
to get staff members on the budget 
committee, student senate, etc.; in 
short, on any policymaking body that 
governs finances. Past experience has 
shown that it only takes one or two 
intelligent people to manipulate 
direction of activity fees. Staff 
members or at least sympathetic 
students on these committees can 
legally make strong pitches for your 
station. Again, the more visible your 
station is to student political types, 
the better chance you have in receiving 
a fair share of the budget. If only there 
was enough time for one person to be 
program director and_ student 
government treasurer, right? 

Publicity (or lack of) has always 
been a problem faced by carrier 
current stations. With no money in the 
budget allocated for it, stations seem 
to have a hard time getting their 
“Image” across to people. This should 
not be the case for there are numerous 
ways of getting your station known 
around campus. 

a) At the aforementioned live 
remote dance parties hang a huge 
banner with call sign and number. 
This is the cheapest and most efficient 
way of advertising when several 
hundred people are at your footstep. 

b) Inest in station t-shirts and sell 
them to staffers and non-staffers. You 
now have an army of walking 
billboards and have probably made a 
few bucks, too. 

c) If you are not in the financial 
position to print up program guides, 
convince your student newspaper to 
run the schedule in their pages. It fills 
up an otherwise boring issue making 
them look good and it becomes 
perhaps your greatest and cheapest 
form of publicity. However, if you can 
line up enough advertisers or are 
independently wealthy, you have more 
control by printing your own.
